While the rest of this week's Lire was going to press, con 
siderable suspense—and a few surprises—was a-building in 
Vancouver, B.C, where the British Empire Games were in 
progress. Wired Sports Writer Dave Zeitkin, “Our task force 
was amazed to see how the Empire rallied 24. nations to its 
affair, startled when a man from Kenya ran the three-mile 
race barefoot and other athletes stripped off fezzes and tur- 
bans just before their events. We were surprised with the 
results of a brand-new camera that shoots 20 frames a sec- 
ond—and Photographer Ralph Morse was the subject of a 
newspaper story when reporters learned he would leave the 
stadium by helicopter. . . .” 

The main event, of course, and one that suspense-master 
Hitchcock could be jealous of, was the contest between mile 
recordholder John Landy of Australia and England's Roger 
Bannister.

AN ACCOMPLISHMENT IN GANADA

Back in the gloomy 1930s pundits spoke of a “mature econ- 
omy,” arguing plausibly that the days yeasty 
expansion were gone because the frontier was gone. For more 
than a decade now, of course, that argument has evaporated 
in the lusty steam of the greatest expansion the U.S. has 
ever had. Last week came welcome evidence, not only that 
growth is still a national heritage, but also that for men of 
vision and courage the frontiers are never closed. In Quebec, 
in the town of Seven Islands on the St. Lawrence River, 
Premier Duplessis gathered with Premier Smallwood of New- 
foundland and U.S. Secretary of the Treasury George Hum- 
phrey to watch swift-moving machinery load the ore boat 
Hawaiian with 20,000 tons of rich, red iron ore. As the boat 
sailed off for Philadelphia, to stoke the hungry maws of steel 
plants farther west, a free world which had worried about 
dwindling iron-ore supplies had opened up, for the first time, 
vast new deposits near the Ungava Peninsula (Lire, Nov. 
12, 1951). The iron was known for more than half a century, 
but until now it has been imprisoned in a frozen wildern 
once called “the land God gave to Cain.” Getting it out took 
16 years of exploring, battling the elements and the gambling 
of hundreds of millions of dollars on long odds, 

Since an Indian trapper brought out the first sample of ore 
in 1937, many other actors played their roles in the drama, 
Geologist Joe Retty flew back into the wilds with the Indian 


of constant, 


and found enough ore to convince him it was something big. 
By 1942 one of Canada’s ablest gold prospectors, Jules Tim- 
mins, was interested enough in iron to acquire some big 
Ungava concessions in both Labrador and Quebec. But he 
scratched his head over the seemingly insuperable obstacle 
of getting the men and machinery into the wilderness—and 
getting the ore out of it. However, he found the man who 
Knew how to solve it—George Humphrey, then bossing 
Cleveland's famous old iron-ore house of M. A. Hanna Co. 

Humphrey, as minority partner in the venture, performed 
legendary feats of organization. He got five steel companies 
to join his own to finance the job, so monumental that it re- 
quired a quarter of a billion dollars, He organized an airlift. 
which flew thousands of trips over the frozen muskeg. To 
bulldoze a trail, even the bulldozers had to be flown in. The 
biggest job of all was building a 357-mile railroad to give the 
ore outlet at Seven Islands. A 2,250-foot tunnel for the rail- 
road had to be carved through solid rock. The last spike was 
driven in weather that was 56° below zero, In the building of a 
cofferdam across the Ashuanipi River a spring thaw set 4,000- 
ton blocks of ice crashing down the canyon, smashing nearly 
all the cribs like matchsticks. The whole weary job had to 
be done over. Much of that and the other jobs were done 
under the vigilant eyes of Humphrey himself (“There is no 
fertilizer like the footsteps of the boss”). From the begin- 
ning Humphrey spread the slogan: IRON ORE BY °54. Two 
years ago, when President Eisenhower called him away from 
private trail blazing to tackle the thickets of government 
bureaucracy, Humphrey, divesting himself of all interests 
in Ungava, had already accomplished enough to know that 
the target date would be met. Now that there is ore in 
°54 Humphrey has reason to be proud. Poet Whitman would 
have liked this modern pioneer. 


A BEGINNING 1N WASHINGTON 
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Government underbrush is far thicker than any caribou moss 
in Labrador (see above). But Treasury Boss George Hum- 
phrey has made a good start at whacking through it in the 
new tax bill signed by President Eisenhower this week which 
retains most of the reforms Humphrey had proposed. As the 
first complete overhaul of the nation’s cumbersome, crazy- 
quilt tax structure in 79 years, it is also a departure in tax 
philosophy. It abandons the notion that taxes are a punitive 
weapon. Its own philosophy is to encourage “initiative, en- 
terprise and production” by all segments of the society and 
thus insure a growing and dynamic economy. 

No law can accomplish all this at one stroke, but Hum- 
phrey’s bill unquestionably removes some of the penalties 
which earlier laws had piled upon busin And there are 
many gains for individuals. The bill recognizes, for example, 
that working mothers, widows or widowers are entitled to de- 
ductions for the expense they must go to in providing care for 
their children while they themselves are away (deductions up 
to $600 a year). It recognizes that the aged, living on retire- 
ment income which has already been heavily penalized by 
inflation, are entitled to bigger exemptions. It gives greater 
recognition to the heavy hardship which illness can wreak on 
any family’s budget. (Sick leave pay is exempt up to $100 a 
week; all medical expenses in excess of 3% of income—the 
old rule was 5%—are deductible.) It repeals the immoral 
doctrine that a strapping son must not earn more than $600 
a year; children may do so now without the head of the 


family losing their exemptions, and they remain dependents 
as long as they are going to school. Even the tax sting of 
death is made less sharp; it is now possible for the family 
head to take out an insurance policy which will pay all of 
his estate tax (before, the proceeds would have increased 
both the estate and the tax). 

To be dynamic the economy requires constant moderniza- 
tion of its industrial and agricultural plant. Both are encour- 
aged. Farmers may write off up to 25% of their gross income 
for money spent on soil improvements and water conserva- 
tion. Businessmen are allowed to write off two thirds of the 
cost of new equipment during the first half of its life. All 
Americans—who have fought shy of providing venture cap- 
ital—are encouraged to do so by a special tax credit on any 
dividends, This is a step toward removing the inequity of 
“double taxation” on dividends, which have already been 
taxed as corporate profits, 

The dividend provision has come in for much criticism. 
For example, Senator Paul Douglas of Illinois brands it a 
handout to some 400,000 families who own 80% of all the 
stock held in the U.S. Actually, it seems to us a greater evil 
that so few people own stock at all (less than 5% of the entire 
population). Possibly George Humphrey's step toward mak- 
ing stock ownership more desirable will change that; certainly 
‘one of the best ways to strengthen capitalism is for more 
Americans to own part of it. In all, Humphrey’s tax bill 
is a good job of pioneering.

A QUESTION OF ‘DON DE MANDO’ 


Guatemala’s new boss survives 
bloody test of ‘ability to rule’ 


Last week Guatemalan President Carlos Cas- 
tillo Armas, who overthrew his country’s pro- 
Communist regime only a month ago, ran into 
his first test of what Guatemalans call don de 
mando—ability to rule. For one day a new re- 
volt, led by dissident army officers, threatened 
Castillo's power and resulted in the fighting 
shown in these pictures by Dirck Halstead. 

The uprising had its roots in bad blood be- 
tween Castillo’s ragtag liberation army and 
Guatemala’s regular army, many of whose offi- 
cers loathed Castillo. It all began when merry- 
making liberators expelled a group of cadets 
at gunpoint from a Guatemala City bordello. 
With Castillo away on a weekend, the regulars 
seized on this as an excuse for a surprise pre- 
dawn attack, using mortars, machine guns and 
artillery which forced the surrender (lef?) of a 
liberator battalion billeted in suburban Roose- 
velt Hospital. The rebels took over the radio 
station and other key points and by nightfall 
appeared to have Castillo on the run. 

Next day the tide turned. Throughout the 
country Guatemalans took up arms and com- 
mandeered vehicles to support the popular Cas- 
tillo. When Colonel Elfego Monzon, Castillo’s 
top associate in the governing junta, refused to 
join the rebels, other officers rallied and the re- 
volt was doomed. Total casualties: 29 dead, 91 
wounded. Hailed by anti-Communist demon- 
strators (right), Castillo seemed more solid than 
ever. But at week's end Communist leaflets 
were reappearing in Guatemala City where the 
embassies are jammed with pro-Red fugitives. 
There was every prospect that Castillo, who has 
not yet proved a strong administrator, would 
need all the don de mando he could muster.

Teachers play with model planes to learn new ways of bringing aviation into the classroom 


One of the most embarrassing small problems 
faced by today’s grade and high school teachers 
is answering tough questions about aviation 
asked by their jet-propelled students. Seeking 
to get up to date, a group of teachers last 
month attended a course in aviation education 
at Ohio's Miami University. On the last day 
they happily took part in a model plane contest 
(above), chasing around the campus in pursuit 
of erratic gliders and rubber-band powered con- 
traptions which they had built themselves.

Many of Colette’s novels were thinly disguised autobiography. She 
was her own model (above) for the Claudine series, which described 
life in a school where girls were pursued by school officials. After her 
first divorce she toured music halls as Colette Willy (below) and 
wrote a novel about an actress called Willette Collie. At 60 she 
was wealthy and famous and startled friends by opening a beauty shop. 

Her chief stock in trade was femininity. “Even the butcher,” she 
wrote, reproving unfrilly fashions, “knows that you must put lace 
around a leg of mutton.” In her Paris home, an invalid from arthri- 
tis, she never forsook the job of being Colette. When a photographer 
asked her to pose with her third husband (p, 80) she threw up her 
hands in horror: “Oh, but people will think we are living together!”

A great flier poignantly recalls 


her first bleak, earthbound years 


INE COCHRAN 


I AM a refugee from Sawdust Road, which is located in the South, 
close by Tobacco Road of theater and movie fame. Until I was 
8 years old, I had no shoes. My bed was usually a pallet on the floor, 
sometimes just the floor, Food often consisted of nothing except what 
I foraged for myself in the woods or in the waters of a nearby bayou 
or branch, My dresses in the first seven years of my life were usually 
made from cast-off flour sac 7 

My life in the sawmill towns of northern Florida was bleak and bit- 
ter and harsh, but it taught me independence and the necessity of 
fending for myself. At the age of 6 [ overheard my “Mama” telling a 
friend that I was not really her daughter at all. Mama was sloven 
and lazy, and her meanness varied from a normal high pitch when 
things were going well to a feverish level when we were on half ra- 
tions, which was most of the time. ‘The knowledge that I did not 
belong to her gave me a sense of happiness and exhilaration. 

Who my real parents were I have never known. This never bothered 
me until I was about to marry Floyd Odlum. I thought he should 
know so I went South and got sealed letters from the two people then 
living who might know the facts. I gave them to Floyd. He handed 
them back to me, still sealed (next page). They still rest unopened in 
my lockbox. Having gone through my early years without knowing 
why my own parents were not around to look after me, I decided when 
I reached maturity that I did not want to know. 

My first clear recollection was of a bedroom in a tiny shack. The 
man I called “Papa’” was sick with typhoid fever on the bed in one 
corner of the room. My pallet was in‘another corner. We had tacked 
paper over the open window frames to keep the cold out of the room. 
With Papa sick our only means of 
support was the work of my two

the living and took care of the mill families for a standard charge of 50¢ 
per month. This fee did not cover delivering babies, so the neig 
bors helped ‘h other with this routine and I delivered babies 
before I even knew that the stork was a bird. 

We never saw money. The men were paid with “chips,” which were 
tokens, good for rental of a company- -owned house or for food and 
clothes at the company commissary. Many times I saw a wife go with 
her man to the mill, not for exercise or companionship but to get 
chips for that day’s work in order to get food for that day’s dinner. If 
the worker reported back sound in body after lunch, he could get a 
slip of paper showing that he had worked that day, He would: hand 
this to his woman and she would turn it in to “C hip Charlie.” Chip 
Charlie was so fast at counting out the chips, each good for 5¢, that 
no one could catch him cheating, least of all a person who couldn't 
count, which included many of the women. 

Our staple rations were beans and the small fish called mullet, with 
a bit of sowbelly thrown in on good days and some black-eyed peas 
when the family was on the crest. 

When a mill shut down, we had to move to another camp, some- 
times on our own resources, without transportation and without mon- 
ey metimes the mill and the workers would be moved nearer to the 
logs by the company. On one of these moves, from Bagdad to Millville 
by way of Panama City, I had my first train ride, When we stopped at 
alittle town Negroes came on board selling fried chicken and bread, 
but we had no money, so we went hungry. Then my eyes bulged when a 
man came through the train selling glass pistols filled with small balls 
of candy. I wanted one more than anything before or since in life. 

We had to walk the last three 
miles into Millville through sand 


“brothers.” One had a crippled 
foot and couldn’t earn full pay, so 
he stacked log slabs for 60¢ a day. 
The other could earn a dollar a day 
in the mill. I also had two “sis 

Bagdad, Sampson, Millville and 
Panama City were the names of 
some of the sawmill towns I re- 
member. The center of each was 
the mill. Some mills operated two 
band saws rather than one. That 
doubled the accident rate because 
a saw was always breaking apart 
or a belt flying loose or a splinter 
shooting off like a jagged bullet. 

A company doctor patched up

wouldn’t make it, having had no 
food and no sleep for more than 
a day.

for mullet. I was so woebegone and looked so hungry that he gave 
me a panful to take home. I decided we needed some grease so I 
went to see the farmer whose sweet potatoes had filled my stomach 
and asked to borrow a small cup of lard.

In Millville all three men were working and before long we pro- 
gressed from the shack to a company house.

The 
finest mattresses we knew were ones we stuffed with excelsior our- 
selves. To light the house we had only what we called a “mojo” 
lamp, which consisted of a hollow stalk of corn stuck into a bottle 
with oil in the bottom. A piece of wool served as a wick. When we 
got near the top of the financial ladder we finally managed a kero- 
sene lamp. 

Even at the age of 6, I had a feeling of resentment, not so much 
over having so little, as over the way that little was managed. It 
would have only taken a bit of effort on Mama’s part, but that bit 
was lacking. Others with the same pay seemed to get along better, 
with more cleanliness and more ordatlinese. 

My foster parents had no religion and never went to any church, 
but I got in the habit of going to Mass whenever the priest came to 
town. usually once a month, My heaven in those days was a vet 
physical place, with golden gates and streets paved with jewels. It 
still is, and when the time comes I'll enter those gates with antici- 
pation of the adventure that must be awaiting a restless soul like 
myself. I know that the Heavenly Father will not just let me float 
around slowly, like a crowned helicopter, in a sort of vacuum. 

The only song I ever learned as a child is one I occasionally sing 
now ina hillbilly accent that has otherwise left me:

There was no one around to make me go to school, least of all 
my family, so [ just ran wild. I hunted, fished and crabbed, and 
cooked what I caught. On special occasions I would stoop to con- 
quer a chicken, To catch chickens I used a piece of corn attached 
to a long string, with myself at the other end. The chicken swal- 
lowed the corn and was then gently drawn toward me and sure 
death. The chicken didn’t belong to me, but I figured the corn 
didn’t belong to the chicken either.

and I carried wood until it was nearly bursting. Before long she 
gave me a little dress she had ordered for me by mail, and now 
T could hold my head up with the other children. After school I 
would tag along to Miss Bostwick’s room and sit there by the hour 
while she read me books that were completely over my head. 

Miss Bostwick lifted the horizons for me and gave me ambition. 
She taught me about good and evil and she taught me something 
else we didn’t know much about in those sawmill towns—cleanli- 
ness. | never did things by halves and this idea of keeping clean 
caught on with me in a big way. Each day I would put the wash 
tub on the floor, carry buckets of water from the pump and give 
myself a good cold serubbing. The other womenfolk laughed at me 
for such airs but I kept right on. 

Thad a great windfall during this period. Women who were 
about to have babies would ask me to stay with them and do their 
work for several days before and after the birth. I got up and 
cooked their men’s meals before daylight and took care of the 
house and the other children, of whom there were usually several. 
For all this I was supposed to get a dollar. Once I was stay 
year-old girl whose husband was away. The night her pains 
came on it was raining very hard so she decided she could get along 
until daylight without calling a neighbor. She had guessed wrong. 
So I acted as midwife, at the age of 8. 

By Christmas time I had earned $4 on such jobs but I hadn't 
been paid a penny of it. I wanted it terribly because there was a 
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doll on display at the commissary. With every quarter's worth of 
toys bought went a chance on the doll. I stood with my face to 
the showcase until I almost wore my nose off worrying that one 
the other children would win that doll. Still my pay for midwifery 
had not come in. 

So I went to work again, drawing well water for the women’s 
washing. My hands bled and I was so small that I could only portly 
fill the bucket or I would have been pulled into the well. After two 
weeks I had earned 50¢ and I went to the commissary, bought 
toys and got my two chances for the doll. On Christmas Eve, 
wonder of wonders, I won the doll. So what happened? My older 
sister had a 2-year-old baby. Mama and Papa took that doll away 
from me and gave it to the whose name was Willie Ma 
rs later when Willie Mae was grown up and had a child of 
her own I brought them both to New York to give them a new 
start in life. I made only one condition: that she bring my doll 
along and surrender it. I still have the doll and it has some new 
clothes and several other dolls for company. 

Tt was along about this same time that I conquered fear. One 
afternoon I had been down the road playing at the home of some 
other children, Night came on. I had to pass a small cemetery on 
the way home and they said a ghost that was there would go after 
me and that I would get scared and come back. Past the cemetery 
there was a raised wooden walk over a low spot of ground. As I 
started along this raised section the “ghost” rose up from the walk 
in front of me. I ret and studied the problem. I had to choose 
between turning back to hear the jeers of my friends and fighting

charged. As the ghost rose to grab me I plunged in to grapple with 


It proved to be a calf with its hind legs stuck down through a 
broken board. I had won. Since then all ghosts in my life have 
turned out to be just scared calves caught by the hind legs. 
ings were going badly on Sawdust Road that winter. We heard 
that in the cotton mills of Columbus, Ga. a boom was on and 
everyone could work. So we made the long, cold train ride to 
Columbus. I went to work immediately in a cotton mill nearby. 
The pay was good: about 6¢ an hour for the 12-hour night shift, 
and I was supremely happy. I had no shoes but I had dreams. 
My job was to push a cart up and down the aisles delivering 
bobbins of thread to the weavers. I was not quite as tall as the 
cart I pushed. I had to make a path down the middle of the spools 
stacked on my cart so that, standing on my toes, I could see where 
I was going. 
At the end of the first week I had earned $4.50. I sat for a long 
time thinking what I would do with my riches. Mama settled that 
by taking the money away from me. The next week I took the 
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of sneakers, more useful for walking up and down the long aisles 
of the mill, which I had up till then done in bare f 

After a few months I was promoted to the inspection room 
where the material was examined for flaws. Other girls, some my 
age but most of them a little older, worked in the inspection room. 
They used to ask me what I was going to do when I was big, I told 
them invariably that I was going to have fine clothes and an auto- 
mobile and be rich, buy things and see all the world. 

On Sundays I used to walk up and down Broad Street looking 
through the windows at the clothes. I have never seen anything 
at any of the fashion salons in Paris that compared with those 
Broad Street clothes. I remember I myself now had a georgette 
blouse, a colored corset cover and a black wool skirt to go with my 
high-heeled shoes. At the age of 9 I must have looked like a female 
midget in the circus. 

Thad been in the inspection room less than two months and 
was still under 10 when I received my first executive position. I 
was put in charge of about 15 other children to teach them how 
to inspect cloth and to supervise their work. 

No worker seemed to be given much con n by the man- 
agement, ‘The sanitary conditions were terrible, the lighting poor 
and the ventilation bad. There was no place to sit down from 
6 o'clock in the evening until 6 o'clock in the morning. I used to 
crawl into a cart for a few minutes after my midnight bite to eat. 
I dozed one night and was awakened by a pinch from the foreman. 
I let fly with my fist and hit him squarely on the nose. He left 
me alone after that and, surprisingly enough, did not fire me. 


Throwing bricks for the union 


UNION was formed in our mill and I paid a dollar for my 

membership card. Soon a strike was called. I picketed and 
must confess I threw bricks and participated in some of the riots, 
although I did not know what it was all about. 

The strike gave me even more time for reading, which I had 
gotten into the habit of doing for several hours a day, with a 
dictionary at my side. During the strike I read Dracula—not a 
very good book for a 10-year-old child, but I did not think of 
myself as a child. 

‘The strike went on for three months. I was disgusted and talked 
to the forewoman, who advised me to get out of the factory be- 
cause I had more energy and ambition than the others. She sent 
me to Mrs. Ryckeley, a beauty shop owner. 

Mrs. Ryckeley was a small, dark woman. She said she would 
give me a job and so I went to live with the Ryckeleys and their 
seven sons. I learned to make and to like Jewish kosher food. On 
the Jewish Sabbath I cooked all the meals for the family. Every 
day T was up at 5 o’clock and helped with breakfast and the clean- 
ing up. Then I would go off to work at one of Mrs. Ryckeley’s 
three beauty shops, cleaning the booths and making up big batches 
of shampoo and henna for the day. In a back room lit only by a

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gas jet I was taught to make transformations (wigs). Soon I 
started giving shampoos and helping to give permanent waves. A 
permanent was something new then; it was expensive and took 
nearly all day. I worked from 12 to 14 hours a day and received 
my room and board and $1.50 a week. 

“Mrs. Ryckeley took a motherly interest in me. I became quite 
familiar with the Jewish religion and she gave me the beginnings 
of a code of living, built on the start Bostwick had made. 
But I got my first real lessons in morality from a “fancy lady” 
who came to the shop for hair dyes and permanents. She spoke 
well, with a northern accent, and she corrected my grammar and 
directed my reading. She warned me about men and their ways 
and told me wonderful stories about beautiful cities and lovely 
clothes. I made the work drag on as long as possible, practically 
dying her hair strand by strand, because I wanted to hear more. 
She always ended by lecturing me to get where I was going in life 
the hard way. 

When I had been an apprentice for two years, someone started 
checking Mrs. Ryckeley’s shops for child labor. I had put my hair 
up so that I would look more than my 13 years and I heard Mrs. 
Ryckeley tell the investigator I was 16 and that she was my gyard- 
ian. When the investigator had left I announced to Mrs. Ryckeley 
that unless she put me on full pay as an operator [ would leave. 
I pointed out that I was bringing in more than $200 a week in 
income and was still getting only $1.50 in salary. I said I would do 
no work except in the shop during regular hours in return for 
room and board and $35 per week. When Mrs. Ryckeley upbraided 
me for ingratitude and insisted that I was under age and could not 
work elsewhere, I reminded her that she was my “guardian” and 
had certified me to be 16. She capitulated.

Bue. a year was out I had saved several hundred dollars. 
What wealth that was for a snip of a girl! One day I heard a 
salesman for a beauty equipment company telling Mrs. Ryckeley 
that a certain store in Montgomery, Ala. would buy a permanent- 
wave machine if only it could get an expert operator. I walked into 
the room and said I was that expert operator. At 14, I left Columbus 
for Montgomery and went to work there. 

When I arrived in Montgomery I went walking about the nice 
part of the city until I saw a house I wanted to live in, (It was at 12 
South Ann Street—I will never forget it.) 1 knocked on the door 
and asked the lady if she would take me for room and board. She 
was horrified at the thought of taking anyone into her home but I 
talked on and on, telling her I had never lived in a really nice 
house. She finally succumbed and there I stayed as long as I lived 
in Montgomery. I kept on saving my money, learned to dance and 
bought a Model-T Ford. The Model T not only got me invitations 
to college parties but gave me my first experience with engines.

One night I was called to a shack to deliver a baby. The doctor 
was away.

Three children were sleeping 
on pallets on the floor. The only light came from a “mojo” lamp. 
After I delivered the baby I discovered that there were no clothes 
for it. I had delivered many babies, but this time it struck me the 
wrong way. I had had enough of being a mill-town nurse. I realized 
that I had neither the strength nor the money to do the smallest 
fraction of what had to be done for these people and I determined 
that, if I was going to do anything for myself or others, 1 had to 
get away and make money. [ went back into beauty-parlor work, 
first in Pensacola, then in Biloxi and Philadelphia, and soon I 
thought I was ready for the biggest city of all. I sold my car and 
set off for New York.
